Atomic Bomb Would 
Disapnoint Public 
lf Put on Display 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The public 
| is going to be disappointed if and 
; When A-bomb is put on display— 
especially to those who have con- 
jured up visions of a fantastic look- 
the weapon 

The atomic energy commission 
chairman, Gordon Dean, is of the 
opinion that the time is coming 
when a model can be put on exhibi- 
tion without giving away important 
secrets, 

Dean said thousands of persons in 
the armed forces and atomic plants 
already know what the bomb looks 


like, And while he didn't say so, 
it is pretty obvious the Russians 
know, too, since they're making 


their own bombs. 

The external appearance of the 

bomb still is officially top secret, 
But enough information has been 
made publie for the curious-minded 
layman to piece together a fairly 
good mental picture of the super- 
bomb. 
There is little doubt that A-bombs 
are big—even in comparison to the 
huge blockbusters of World War II. 
The B-29 superfortress, which is no 
small airplane by any standards, 
had to be modified to carry the 
bomb, 


Only a tiny fraction of the huge 
mass that makes up a bomb is 
atomic explosive. Scientific guess- 
work has placed the amount at be- 
tween 20 and 60 pounds, with 80 
pounds a popular stab in the dark 
What makes the bomb so big is 
that the explosive core has to be 
divided into two or more semi- 
Spherical pieces, which must be 
kept reasonably far apart until the 
bomb is ready for explosion, and 
then slammed together very rapid 
ly. This means the bomb has to be 
quite long, possibly 20 feet or more

PEACH TREES BEAT PEARS 


It seems that the record- 
breaking cold weather this win- 


ter had less effect on peach 


trees than on pears. Usually the 
pear and peach trees in this 
section bloom about the same 
time, but the few days of warm 
weather recently brought peach 
trees out in full blossom, while 
pear trees will not bloom for 
some time, as the buds are just 
starting. 

For the past several years 
warm weather in January and) 
February has caused fruit tree: 
in this section to bloom early 
in February only to be killed: 
later in the season, It is hoped 
the cold weather this winter 
has retarded the: blocsoms ¢- 
ficiently to assure a good fruit 
crop. Edd Lee, recognized as an 
authority on things horticultu- 
ral, said his plum trees are full 
of blos;oms and he thinks they 
will make a good crop for the 
first time in several years.
